The  committee  selected  by  the  O.  C.  G.  A.  executive  to  standardize  the 
varieties  of  corn  suitable  for  Ontario  selected  the  following  varieties  and 
adopted  the  following  standards.  These  varieties  may  be  added  to  as  is  seen 
fit,  but  the  varieties  standardized  are  considered  to  best  fulfil  the  various 
conditions  and  lengths  of  season  met  with  in  the  ensilage  and  seed-growing 
districts  of  Ontario. 

DENTS. 

WISCONSIN  NO.  7. 

Ear — Length,  SV2  inches  to  9%  inches.  Circumference,  7  inches  to  7% 
inches. 

Kernel — Color,  creamy  white.     Indentation,  well  dented.    Rows,  16 — 18. 
Butt — Moderately  rounded. 
Tip — Well  covered.     Fairly  full. 
Cob — Color,  glistening  white. 

BAILEY. 

Ear — Length,  7%  inches  to  8%.  inches.  Circumference,  6%  inches  to 
7x/4  inches. 

Indentation,  nicely 
dented.

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Rules    Governing  Exhibits 

1.— Exhibitors  in  SENIOR  CLASSES  must  be  paid-up  members  of  the 
Ontario  Corn  Growers'  Association.     Membership  fee,  50  cents  per  annum. 

2. — In  cases  where  the  intending  exhibitor  is  not  a  member  of  the  On- 
tario Corn  Growers'  Association,  the  membership  fee,  50  cents,  must  be  for- 
warded with  the  entry. 

3. — Exhibitors  in  the  JUNIOR  CLASSES  are  not  required  to  become 
members  of  the  Association.  Any  boy  or  girl  sixteen  years  of  age  or  under 
is  eligible  for  entry  in  Classes  in  the  Junior  Department. 

4. — No  Exhibitor  can  make  more  than  one  entry  in  any  Class,  but  he 
may  enter  in  each  Class  open  to  him. 

5. — A  separate  sample  must  be  provided  for  each  entry. 

6. — All  exhibits  of  corn  must  be  made  in  the  ear. 

7. — No.  special  entry  is  required  for  Sweepstakes.  Champion  Single 
Ears  will  be  taken  from  Single  Ear  Classes. 

8. — Exhibitors  who  cannot  attend  the  Exhibition  may  express  their  Ex- 
hibits to  the  Armouries,  Chatham.  The  Committee  will  put  the  exhibits 
in  place. 

9. — All  Exhibits  should  be  at  the  Exhibition  Building  on  Monday,  Febru- 
ary 8th.  Address  all  entries  to  Ontario  Corn  Exhibition,  The  Armouries, 
Chatham.     Shippin  gtags  will  be  furnished  on  application  to  the  Secretary. 

10. — Transportation  charges  to  Chatham  on  all  exhibits  will  be  paid  by 
the  Ontario  Corn  Growers'  Association.  Arrangements  will  be  made  when- 
ever possible,  however,  to  have  the  exhibits  taken  to  some  central  point 
and  shipped  in  bulk. 

11. — Entries  close  Saturday,  February  6th.  All  entries  should  be  made 
on  printed  forms  accompanying  the  Prize  Lists.

After  selecting  ears  for  the  different  classes  in  which  you  choose  to 
enter,  carefully  wrap  each  separately,  using  ordinary  newspaper  for  this 
purpose.  Having  done  this,  pack  them  in  a  light,  strong  box;  separate  and 
CAREFULLY  LABEL  EACH  SAMPLE  with  your  name  and  address  and  the 
NUMBER  of  the  class  for  which  each  sample  is  intended.  Ship  so  that 
entries  will  reach  Chatham,  Saturday,  February  6th,  if  possible. 

The  shipper's  name  must  be  placed  inside  as  well  as  on  the  outside  of 
the  box.     Exhibitors  should  apply  to  the  Secretary  for  shipping  tags. 

All  exhibits  brought  in  personally  by  the  exhibitor  should  be  carefully 
wrapped  to  prevent  shelling,  and  each  entry  carefully  labeled  in  the  manner 
suggested  above. 

All  samples  will  be  taken  charge  of  by  the  Exhibition  Superintendent 
as  soon  as  they  reach  the  building. 

Samples  for  the  examination  test  must  be  sent  so  that  they  will  reach 
Chatham,  Saturday,  January  30th.

Association. 

2.  In  cases  where  the  exhibitor  is  not  a  member  of  the  Corn  Growers' 
Association,  the  membership  fee  of  50c  must  be  forwarded  with  the  entry. 

3.  No  exhibitor  can  make  more  than  one  entry  in  any  class,  but  he  may 
enter  in  each  class  open  to  him. 

4.  A  separate  sample  must  be  provided  for  each  entry. 

5.  All  entries  other  than  corn  must  be  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Seed  Department,  J.  T.  Johnston,  Department  of  Agriculture,  Chatham, 
not  later  than  Saturday,  Feb.  6th. 

6.  All  exhibits  other  than  corn  must  be  in  the  Chatham  Armouries  not 
later  than  Monday,  Feb.  8th,  or  must  be  expressed  not  later  than  Friday, 
February  5th,  to  the  Chatham  Armouries,  in  care  of  J.  T.  Johnston. 

7.  Transportation  charges  on  all  exhibits  will  be  paid  by  the  Associ- 
ation. Arrangemetns  will  be  made  wherever  possible  to  have  the  exhibits 
shipped  in  bulk  from  central  points. 

8.  All  exhibits  must  have  been  grown  by  the  exhibitor  during  the  season 
of  1914.
